An election for a 51,000,000 
bond isMte is under considera­ 
tion by Marin Sanitary District 
No. 1 to finance sewage dis­ 
posal improvements in the Ross 
Valiev areas it serves. 
Floyd Elliott, president of 
the district board of directors, 
reported todav the bond issue 
is needed to cover badlv needed 
improvements on a main tiunk 
sewer line expansion of the 
overworked disposal plant. 
Elliott said a definite date 
for the election has not been 
set “but it should be held be­ 
fore the election of directors’* 
on Sept. 20. 
According to Elliott, a recent 
survey was made by E n g i n e e r 
Harry N. Jenks of Palo Alto on 
the sewer line from Fairfax to 
G r e e n b r a e and brought these 
points to light: 
NO CHANGE IN 30 YEARS 
1—There have been no major 
changes or improvements to the 
main trunk line in the last 30 
years while the population in the 
area has increased by more than 
300 per cent. 
2—The trunk line has become 
overloaded with the greater popu­ 
lation and the resulting increases 
in automatic washers, dishwash­ 
ers, and garbage disposal units. 
3—Infiltration of storm water 
has almost doubled through the 
deteriorating connections in the 
sewer line. 
"Naturally, any trunk line sewer 
to be adequate, must be large 
enough to carry this maximum 
load which occurs during heavy 
storms,” said Elliott. 
LINE TOO SMALL 
"The survey shows conclusively 
that the present line from Saund­ 
ers avenue in San Anselmo to the 
pumping plant to the south of 
the Bon Air supermarket is now 
too small to carry such a load and 
the early construction of another 
line has been recommended.” 
Cost of the new line has been 
estimated at $670,000. 
Another $500,000 or more will 
be needed to expand the disposal 
plant on San Quentin road, east 
of the Greenbrae bridge crossing 
US. 101. 
The plant was constructed in 
1948 and is reportedly operating 
at full capacity to serve the san­ 
itary district and the cities of 
Corte Madera and Larkspur. The 
Twin Cities pay Sanitation Dis­ 
trict No. 1 for use of the disposal 
plant. 
LAND ACQUISITION 
Said Elliott: 
"We have already started pro­ 
ceedings to acquire the necessary 
land on which to build the plant 
expansion. 
Total cost of the ex­ 
pansions has been estimated at 
$494,000 of which the first unit 
will cost $130,000.” 
The board president feels a bond 
issue of nearly $1,000,000 is needed 
for the first phase of the trunk 
line and plant expansion to be 
followed by another issue for some 
$500,000 in the next three to five 
years. 
The second bond issue should 
depend on the rate of growth of

EDITORIAL OPINION 
Approach To Educational 
TV Begins Making Sense 


As a bitter enemy of state-controlled, so­ 
cialized 
educational 
telev ision, 
we 
were 
greath interested this week to hear a report 
on what independently financed San Fran­ 
cisco station KQED is planning. 
fames Day, station manager, made the re­ 
port in Mill V.tlle\. Of course, as would be 
expected, the main thing the% are planning 
at the moment is the best way to get money 
to operate. If thcv can get enough, the sta­ 
tion will go on the air about April 1. Unless 
thc\ lind an “angel,” most <>f the money 
must come from S10 memberships of people 
who want educational TV on the air. There 
are mam. 
But the financial situation was not the 
thing that interested us most. T h e program­ 
ming, which was kept so far in the back­ 
ground during the big debate on educational 
TV a \ear ago, is now beginning to take 
shape. Out of the muddle of double-talk 
which the supporters of statc-tontrol engaged 
in is a practical appioach to the problems 
facing an infant industry. 
Gone are the starry eyed descriptions of 
day-long educational programs; absent are 
the glowing piaise for state-wide, or area- 
wide broadcasts into all of California’s class­ 
rooms. In fact the station has no immediate 
plans for schoolroom programs at all. “We 
ha\e no one dominant school system in the 
Bav Area,” Day pointed out. “Instead we 
have 125 different districts. Can \ou imagine 
125 
different superintendents of schools 
agreeing even on \\ hat time a piogram should 


be broadcast into the classrooms, much lest 
what course should be offered and how it 
should be taught?” 
The station also is attacking the problem 
of hours of broadcast from a sound point of 
view. T o begin with they have decided on 
onlv five days a week to air their programs. 
On Saturdays and Sundays, they point out, 
are some of the best commercial shows. Be­ 
sides that, if they broadcast more than five 
davs they have to hire separate crews for the 
extra two days, greatly increasing their costs. 
Selecting only two and a half hours a day 
to broadcast, they plan a children’s hour 
from 5 to 6 p. m., and an adults’ hour and a 
half starting at either 7:30 or 8 p. m. W ith 
such limited hours, they can concentrate on 
qualitv programs with a minimum staff. 
All in all KQED apparently is making a 
solid approach to the nearly overwhelming 
odds w hich face them. They appear to realize 
that their only hope of success is tc deliver 
a better product for the viewer, one which 
will interest him while offering him more 
than entertainment. 
They would like to lose the name “educa­ 
tional TV .’* They look upon themselves as 
being “community T V ” instead, Day said. 
“We don’t intend to educate anybody,” he 
declared. “We do hope we will be able to 
stimulate some people toward learning.” 
W ith such an attitude and such an ap­ 
proach we can see success at the end of the 
line for KQED. We hope it can keep rolling 
until it gets there.

Sen Bricker has now gone a 
long step 
beyond 
the 
Bricker 
am endm ent in his campaign to 
cut down the prerogatives of the 
President of the United States. 
Not content with his attem pt to 
cripple this historic treaty-m ak­ 
ing powers of 
the 
President, 
the Senator is 
insisting a l s o 
th at in regard 
to am endments 
to the Consti- 
t u t l o n 
t h e 
President h a s 
no r i g h t to 
speak out and 
to use his in ­ 
fluence. 
The President, said Sen. Brick­ 
er last week, "has no Constitu­ 
tional role to play in the am end­ 
ing process.” T hat is to say, the 
President •’annot veto a resolu­ 
tion passed by Congress to amend 
the Constitution. But according 
to Sen. Bricker this means th a t 
the President has no right to 
tell the people w hat he thinks 
of an amendment, and to argue 
his views. 


IN HIS PRESS conference the 
President had said th a t he was 
strongly opposed to the am end­ 
ment. The Senator retorted by 
telling the President th a t “it 
would be highly improper for the 
President of the United States 
to employ extra-legal pressures 
in an effort to defeat the am end­ 
m ent.” 
As all th at General Eisenhow­ 
er had done was to say th a t he 
was opposed to the am endm ent 
and to imply th a t he m ight make 
speeches against it, Sen. Brick- 
er’s words "extra-legal pressure” 
must refer to that. 


THIS NEW Constitutional doc­ 
trine has not yet been formu­ 
lated as a second Bricker am end­ 
ment. But 
presumably 
if 
the 
President keeps on talking, the 
Senator and his legal advisors 
will have to draft an am endm ent 
which would make it “highly im ­ 
proper,” for the President to op­ 
pose — and equally of ceurse to 
propose — am endm ents to the 
Constitution. 
This is, surely, the very first 
time th a t anyone has proposed 
to silence the President in this 
particular way. Until Friday of 
last week, when the Senator pro­ 
mulgated his new interpretation 
of the Constitution, there has 
never been any doubt whatever 
th a t it was not only the right 
but the duty of the President to 
participate in the national de­ 
liberations about amending the 
Constitution. 


BRICKER S EFFORTS to ex­ 
clude the President is revealing. 
It reveals how great, perhaps how 
decisive, a factor in this whole 
business is his desire to take 


away from the President and to 
turn over to Congress preroga­ 
tives th a t have hitherto indubit­ 
ably belonged to the President. 
Why is it "extra-legal pressure” 
and, therefore, "highly improper” 
for the President to make speech­ 
es against the Bricker am end­ 
m ent? Because, says the Sena­ 
tor, "the President has no Consti­ 
tutional role to 
play 
in the 
amending process.” 
How 
long, 
one may ask, has Sen, Bricker 
believed that? 


IN 1944 BRICKER was the Re­ 
publican 
candidate 
for 
Vice 
President on the ticket headed 
by Gov. Dewey. He ran on a 
platform which said th at "the 
paym ent of any poll tax should 
not be a condition of voting in 
Federal elections, and we favor 
immediate submission of a Con­ 
stitutional am endm ent for its 
abolition.” 
Had Dewey and Bricker been 
elected, would 
the 
new 
Vice 
President have 
told 
the 
new 
President not to m terfere in the 
amending process? I don’t think 
he would have. 
As late as three weeks ago the 
Senator forgot to protest when 
the President said in his mes­ 
sage of Jan. 8, “I urge Congress 
to propose to the states a Con­ 
stitutional am endm ent perm:: • 
ing citizens to vote when they 
reach the age of 18.” 
Apparently th a t was not extra- 
legal and highly improper. 


IT 
WAS 
ONLY 
when 
the 
President took the liberty of urg­ 
ing Congress not to propose the 
Bricke. am endm ent to the Con­ 
stitution th a t Sen. Bricker rose 
to the heights of the new doc­ 
trine - 
and decided to banish 
the President from the am end­ 
m ent process. 
Yet in tru th never since the 
Constitution was 
adopted 
has 
there been an am endm ent ser­ 
iously proposed on which 
the 
President had a better right cr 
a clearer duty to intervene. The 
Bricker am endm ent is expressly 
designed to reduce radically the 
Constitutional 
powers 
of 
the 
President’s office. 


GEN. EISENHOWER has tak­ 
en an oath th at he “will to the 
best of my ability preserve, pro­ 
tect and defend 
the 
Constitu­ 
tion." If th at does not mean th a t 
he will to the best of his ability 
preserve the constitution against 
any attack, legal or illegal, ill- 
m eant or well-meant, which he 
feels would undermine and de­ 
stroy it, w hat does 
the 
oath 
mean? 
Can anyone contend seriously 
th a t the President has a duty to 
be silent or passive if he believes 
th a t an am endm ent would de­ 
form, as the Bricker am endm ent 
most surely would, the organic 
structure of the American gov­ 
ernm ent under its historic Con­ 
stitution?

Knight Careful In Filling 
Vacancies On Racing Board

SACRAMENTO iCNS) — Gov­ 
ernor Goodwin J. K night’s ap­ 
proach to the California Horse 
Racing Board vacancies, which 
he has just filled, indicated a lot 
of careful thought and planning 
in the selection of men the gov­ 
ernor felt would be a credit to 
his adm inistration. 
There is, probably, no "hotter” 
spot in state government than 
the 
adm inistration 
of 
horse 
racing, unless it is liquor control, 
which has assumed the spotlight 
for quite some time. 


CONSEQUENTLY, It was nec­ 
essary for the governor to select 
men who not only know the bus­ 
iness, but also who have had suf­ 
ficient experience in horse rac­ 
ing to adm inister the state law 
virtually to the letter. They must 
also be sufficiently wise to know 
the tricks of the trade, which, 
reportedly, are many. 
It remains to be seen how the 
g o v e r n o r ’s 
new 
appointees, 
George I. Holmes of Los Angeles, 
and B. W. Railey of San F ran ­ 
cisco, conduct horse racing in 
this state. 


HOLMES HAS HAD a wide and 
varied experience in m any fields, 
as well as racing. He is now a 
mine operator and business exec­ 
utive, with a long-time interest 
in racing. Prior to World W ar II, 
he raced a string of thorough­ 
breds. He is 51, and during the 
1920 $ and 1930’s, he prospected 
the deserts of California, Neva­ 
da, Utah, and Arizona, and in 
1933, discovered the Silver Queen 
Mine at Mojave. 
It 
was 
during 
G o v e r n o r 
Knight's mining days th at he 
first became 
acquainted 
with 
Holmes, the governor said. At 
the present time, the new board 
member holds oil leases in Cuya- 
ma 
Valley, and is developing 
gold and tungsten mines in Im­ 


perial County. He also helped or­ 
ganize the General Plant Pro­ 
tection Co., which furnishes se­ 
curity guards and protection for 
industrial organizations. 
Railey retired in 1948 as execu­ 
tive vice-president of the Col­ 
gate Palmolive Co., 
and 
has 
served for 10 years without sal­ 
ary as president of the Peralta 
Hospital in Oakland. At one time 
he served as general m anager of 
the Golden Gate Fields track, 
during the track's reorganization 
period. 


CONSEQUENTLY,

sport of racing their best enthus­ 
iasm and talents. I did ask them 
to keep the two dollar bettor in 
mind, the individual who looks 
a t racing as a pleasure and not 
a method of making a living.” 
It will be reasonably interest­ 
ing to see how these new ap­ 
pointees take hold of the racing 
situation, how they deal with 
new track applications, dispense 
charity days and perform the 
other duties of office.

About Fairfax Bus 


EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
A letter, signed by F. W. El­ 
liott in the January 28 issue, 
raised questions about the F air­ 
fax School bus situation. 
1—The $300 offered 
by ""the 
school district to the city coun­ 
cil was in keeping with the es­ 
tablished policy of sharing the 
cost for community recreation. 
The city of Fairfax returned the 
money to the district. It was re ­ 
turned to the general funds of 
the District. It is reflected in the 
total cash anticipated to m eet 
expenses through June 30, 1954. 
2—Not only has the board of 
trustees received a generous of­ 
fer from Tony’s Garage to repair 
the bus, it also has received of­ 
fers to do the job for paym ent 
of parts only. No offer has been 
refused — all would be consid­ 
ered. 
This bus is not now dismantled. 
Enough has been done to reveal 
the apparent extent of repairs 
needed. 
3—Bus service was extended on 
Cascade drive in an effort to 
accommodate those p r i m a r y 
grade children who would be re­ 
quired to walk on a very hazard­ 
ous road. Service was not started 
until the m ajor “chuck” holes 
were repaired. 
4—The bus service was stopped 
suddently first, because the fi­ 
nancial statem ent submitted to 
the board revealed the narrow 
m argin of 
funds 
available 
to 
balance the current budget; sec­ 
ondly, the cost of repairs and 
bus rental merely made more 
evident th at further expenditures 
would serve only to run the dis­ 
trict closer to 
an 
unbalanced 
budgdt. 
5—The trustees of the district 
would like nothing more than to 
resume bus service. Every avail­ 
able source of funds will be ex­ 
plored thoroughly; all authorities 
consulted. 
The real problem at issue is 
the one which stems from try ­ 
ing to m aintain an adequate edu­ 
cational program, 
buy 
needed 
equipment and provide such spe­ 
cial services as transportation on 
a 90 cent tax limit. 
The people of the Fairfax Ele­ 
m entary School District will have 
the opportunity to decide this 
issue on February 4: Shall the 
tax limit be raised from 90 cents 
to $1,25? 
It simply is impossible to pro­ 
vide for 1954 needs on the 90 
cent tax restrictions set in 1933.

Now the 
favorite approach is to park in 
a car near a recognized m ater­ 
nity home for unwed mothers. 
As the girls approach or leave 
the home, a well-dressed man or 
woman makes a tactful, sym pa­ 
thetic approach, offering finan­ 
cial help in return for the baby. 
O ther times the girl may have 
just been told th at the agency, 
almost always crowded to capa­ 
city, can’t help her, so she turns 
to the first person who offers 
help. 


MORE FORTUNATE are ex­ 
pectant mothers like the 22-year- 
old nurse from the Midwest who 
came here like hundreds of other 
girls to have her baby in secret. 
The attractive girl was intro­ 
duced only as “Joan” at the New 
York Foundling Hospital where 
she was waiting for her baby. 
“I was fortunate enough to 
get a job here as a governess, so 
I was able to work longer than 
girls in office jobs. 
“My employer suggested I con­ 
tact Catholic Charities, and they 
arranged for me to come here 
to the hospital a month before 
my baby was due.” 
She told the hospital authori­ 
ties she wanted to put her baby 
up for adoption, but such agen­ 
cies do not let a girl make the 
final decision

Political advertisements must be submitted in complete and explicit 
form, ready for the printers, and clearly marked as to size and date of 
appearance. All political advertisements are payable in advance. 
Changes 
are figured at the general rate. 


Advertising deadlines are 11:00 a.m. of the working day preceding 
publication. As example: Tuesday advertisements must be in M onday morning; 
M onday advertisements must be in the preceding Friday morning. Any inter­ 
vening holiday advances the deadline by a day. 


No responsibility to show printer's proof is assumed under the above 
schedule. 


If a proof is desired, advertisement must be submitted substantially in 
advance. Corrections, if any, must be ordered by 11:00 a.m. of working day 
preceding publication. Any changes from original copy will be charged for 
on basis of printing work involved. 


On the last publication day before an election no political advertisement 


other than a simple statement of advocacy will be printed. As example: “Vote 
yes on proposition three," or “Elect /ohn Jones/' together with facts as to 
nature and time of election and» if desired, candidate's party affiliation or 
occupational identity. 


Nearing a public election, no advertisement introducing a new contro­ 
versial subject will be accepted to run later than the fourth publication day 
preceding the election. If any new statement or issue should be introduced 
on the fourth publication day preceding the election, attacking the opposing 
candidate or issue involved, the newspaper may, at its discretion, make 
allowance under this rule for the opposing side to answer. 


Necessity for the newspaper's disinterested handling of political advertise­ 
ments is readily apparent.

I am sure th at there i a better 
approach to thi.s problem of ke< p- 
ing a kitchen spotless. 


You can buy hats at bargain 
prices because when they wear 
out you can throw them away, 
but you can't throw away a wall 
when the inferior paint on it 
starts to crack and peel. Cheap 
paint is never a bargain, and 
nothing should ever go on a 
kitchen 
wall except 
the 
best 
grade high gloss enamel. Then 
when you have used the proper 
paint, it is easy to keep the walls 
spotless so th at repainting should 
be required no more than once 
every five years 


To clean these walls, try this 
method: 
You 
will 
need 
two 
pounds of trisodium-phosphate, 
which you can buy at a paint or 
hardware store for about 15 cents 
a pound, a large cellulose sponge, 
a water pail, and one or twfo bath 
towels or absorbent cloths. 


Into a gallon of warm water in 
the pail, dissolve two or three 
rounded tablespoonsful of the 
“trisodium.” Soak the sponge in 
this and press out enough water 
so that it does not drip Starting 
at the bottom of the wall, wipe 
over an area not more than three 
feet square. Allow about a m in­ 
ute for the solution to soak In 
and loosen the dirt, then wipe 
over the same area again with 
the sponge. All dirt and grease 
should come off with virtually no 
rubbing. 
Now, 
rinse 
out 
the 
sponge in the same water, squeeze 
dry, and this time wipe over the 
wall to pick up the water. ,Fur- 
ther rinsing is not necessary, but 
drying the wall with a bath towel 
will prevent streaking. You can 
even use your good towelv They 
will not be damaged 
On walls which are badly soiled 


or which have a heavy coaling of 
grease on them, it may be neces­ 
sary to use a stronger solution, 
but do not use more of the ti i- 
sodium than is necessary to get 
good results. A strong solution 
may irritate tender skin if rub­ 
ber gloves are not worn. 


A small brush i.s often handy 
for getting into corners. A sponge 
is so important for doing this job 
th at it is better to wait until 
you can get one rather than to 
attempt to work with cloths as a 
substitute. 
Any 
wall 
cleaner 
which will remove dirt and grease 
will also dull to some extent <he 
high gloss of enamel. If neces­ 
sary. this can be restored by wax­ 
ing 


DRIFTW OOD—“I live too far 
from the ocean to gather drift­ 
wood so I would like to know if 
I can treat log s so that when they 
are burned they will give off 
flames the color of driftwood

Answer—It is no longer neces­ 
sary to ire a beachcomber to get 
these effects, because you can 
treat the wood with inexpensive 
chemicals. Copper sulphate will 
give blue flames, boric acid pro­ 
duces green and strontium n i­ 
trate, red. Mix one pound oi any 
of these in a gallon of water and 
soak the logs in it for about an 
hour. Of course, the logs must dry 
lor several days before they w ill 
burn

Robins, Inc.) recommends clean­ 
ing uncovered cushions or pillows 
by washing them in lukewarm 
water with a mild 
soap.

easily. They then should be dried 
in an airy place, but not exposed 
to sunlight, to tem peratures above 
150 degrees, and should be kept 
away from hot pipes, radiators, 
warm air registers. They can t 
be placed in clothes dryers. 
Drying may take several days, 
but the m anufacturers say that 
unless a liquid is spilled on such 
cushions, washing may be call»*d 
for no more than once a year at 
the most.

Reveal Fabric Colors

W hy not put some windows In 
your drapery valanee? These lit­ 
tle peep-holes 
in 
the 
valance 
board provide charm ing fram es 
for drapery fabric. 
Before having your board cut, 
»« wing center experts suggest c u t­ 
ting a paper p a tte rn the exact 
window w idth desired plus the 
corner re tu rn s at each end. T h a t 
way you can try d ifferent deptlis 
and 
proportions. 
Valances 
are 
usually from one-eighth to one- 
sixteenth 
the 
length 
of 
the 
drapes. 
Line th e valance m aterial and 
draperies with a solid color co­ 
ordinated to room furnishings so 
th a t a quick change-over in de­ 
cor m ay be achieved by reversing 
th e pi«H?es. 


THE VALANCE is th e w idth of 
th e window plus 1 inch for seam 
allowance 
Allow 
th ree 
tim es 
depth of valance board plus one- 
h alf inch seams for pleated val­ 
ance. Lining is cut to the sam e 
size. 
Stitch m aterial and lining right 
side together 
leaving 
one end 
open 8 or 10 inches. T u rn 
to 
lig h t side a n d press. Slip-M itch 
section left open. 
To 
lay 
valance 
pleats 
woik 
from 
top, 
m aking 
each 
pleat 
about 2 inches deep. T h e second 
pleat overlaps the first one. aoout

REVERSIBLE draperies involve 
little m ore yardage and sewing 
tim e th a n sim ple drapery lining 
but th e ie is a slight difference in 
the m aking of the draperies. Here 
are some suggestions recommend­ 
ed by sewing centers: 


T o m easure th e w idth of a 
pair of draw draperies, m easure 
your window from jam b to jam b. 
T h en allow th e window w idth 
plus one half for the pair of 
draperies. M easure th e length of 
window from the c u rtain fixture 
to sin or floor (depending upon 
desired 
length >. 
Add 
to

lentil m easu rem en t 
1 
inch for 
rod, 2 inches for heading and 6 
inches for top and bottom hems. 
C ut reversible side to identical 
m easurem ents. 
M ake heading using crinoline 
backing for 
both 
drapery and 
lining. Place right sides of d ra p ­ 
ery and lining m aterials together 
and 
pin 
lengthwise 
edges 
to ­ 
gether with pins across 
earns 
S titch both edges together from 
top down. Clip seam edges eve;y 
three or four inches to prevent 
draw ing an d press seam open. 
T u rn drap ery rig h t side ou t and 
press. Before com pleting d r a p ­ 
eries m ake pleats at top of d ir p - 
eries and also a t toil of lining. 
Finish heading by .slip-stitching 
across the top to join th e two 
draperies an d also reinforce them 
by tacking lining to draperies just 
below crinoline. 
Let your draperies h ang two or 
three

lower hems, to allow lor an y g n e 
in the m aterial.

Primula Obconica Steps 
From Pot Plant To Garden 


Primula Obconica has stepped 
from the pot plant cla.ss into the 
shade garden. As a result, months 
on end of bloom in the shade 
garden from plantings of Pri­ 
mula Obconica are becoming the 
fashion. Best treated as a spring 
planted annual it will, on oc­ 
casion, live through a full year 
cycle and flower the second year. 
As a shade plant, Primula Ob- 
conica, prefers a friable soid with 
a high content of humus.

Be­ 
cause of this quality, pot grown 
plants can be set into a neglected 
bed giving a garden grown effect. 
Potting a few Primula Obconica 
for this special purpose. As they 
come into bloom they can be 
net around the shade garden 
as needed.

The prim ary purposes of prun­ 
ing are to

able size and quality; and, to en­ 
courage bearing for a longer period 
of time. 
It Is necessary th at the pruner 
be acquainted 
with 
the 
terms, 
“shoot grow th ” and ' fruit spur.” 
The “shoot growth” may be de­ 
fined as this years 
new 
leafy 
growth. When the leaves drop in 
the fall the leafy growth will then 
become a twig. “Fruit spurs” are 
numerous spur-like growths which 
•re quite abundant throughout the 
tree. 
Before the pruner attem pts to 
prune a bearing tree he should

know' the location of the fruit buds 
on the tree.

All crowded, 
dead, broken, diseased and cross­ 
ing limbs should be removed. Cute 
made by the pruning operation 
should be made as flush as pos­ 
sible to the trunk or lateral limb 
in order to insure proper healing.

It's Fun And Easy To Grow 
Your Backyard Fruit Trees

There's nothing quite like the 
taste 
of 
backyard-grown 
and 
back-yard-picked fruit —whether 
its anything from apples to ju ­ 
jubes. 
Forget the fact that tree-ripen­ 
ed fruit is loaded with more n at­ 
ural sugar and vitamins than the 
stuff picked and hauled to the 
m ark e t-ju st concentrate on the 
m outh-watering delights you ex­ 
perience when you’re able to eat 
ripe, juicy peaches and other 
fruit* that, seconds before, were 
plucked from the branches. 


IT'S FUN — and reasonably 
easy—to grow your own. You can 
choose, according to flavor, kinds 
th at the commercial grower has 
to pass up. There are lots of va­ 
rieties he’d like to grow—but 
can’t. He has to concentrate on 
heavy, firm types that ship well 
and stand the bouncing of trucks. 
To help you with your how-to- 
grow-’em 
problems, 
there’s 
a 
timely new book called Western 
Fruit Gardening. I think it’s the 
most significant publication of 
this type since the late Professor 
E J. Wickson’s contribution's. 


THIS NEW BOOK was co- 
authored by Reid M. Brooks and 
Claron O. Hesse of the Davis 
branch of the University of Cali­ 
fornia. The cost is $4.50. It was 
published by the University. If 
you can’t find a nearby bookstore 
that handles it, drop me a line at 
the Garden Guide, Box 944, Hol­ 
lywood, California. I'll be glad to 
tell you where to get it. 
Here's some verbaturrt advice 
from the authors: 
“A single standard tree pro­ 
ducing normally will satisfy the 
table needs of the average fam ­ 
ily during the season foi the va­ 
riety, and leave a small excess for 
canning, processing, or swapping. 
Even a tree divided among three 
or four varieties ripening at dif­ 
ferent times will go a long way 
to satisfying the desire for out- 
of-hand eating over the longer 
period. However, if you plan to 
freeze or- can large amounts, two 
or three trees of the desired kinds 
may be worth while, space per­ 
mitting. For example, you might 
plant two peach trees for can­ 
ning and freezing and a third 
onto which three or four varieties 
are topworked, this to supply the 
table only. 


NUTS WILL probably be used 
in much larger amounts by the 
family that grows its own than 
if purchased, but a single tree is 
usually 
sufficient. 
The 
entire 
crop is cured and is thus avail­ 
able for use for many mon*hs. 
One to six bramble or bush 
fruit plants will satisfy the fam ­ 
ily’1 table need . A strawberry 
bed of about 30 to 40 plants 
should yield in th< same general 
proportion. One of three grape 
vines 
of 
each 
variety 
grown 
shoud prove sufficient, unless the 


gardener plans to make juice or 
raisins. 


DON’T FORGET that smaller 
quantities of other fruits may be 
produced by using special niches, 
walls, trellises, or fence lines in 
the garden. Examples are cm - 
rants, gooseberries, papayas, pas­ 
sion fruits, carissas. and espal- 
iered trees. With a little care in 
planting, the gardener can pro­ 
duce a variety of fruits ripening 
at different times of the year in 
a very limited space. 
Dwarf trees w ill produce about 
in proportion to the degree of 
dwarfing. Not all trees can be 
dwarfed as severely as others. A 
truly dwarfed apple may produce 
only a tenth as much fruit as a 
standard tree; “dw arfed’ apii- 
cots may yield two-thirds as 
much as full-sized trees. 
Don’t overlook the use of fruit 
trees as shade trees as long as 
they do not overhang sidewalks 
and streets. Nut trees may be 
grown in front yards where soft 
fruits are usually to be avoided. 
No fruit or nut tree Is recom­ 
mended for parkway planting. 
In order to bear fruit, any giv­ 
en variety of certain kinds of 
fruits m ust have the pollen from 
another variety deposited on the 
stigma of the flow-er tcross-pol- 
ination>. Therefore, two varieties 
of these fruit species must be 
planted near each other, or the 
second variety top-worked into 
the tree. Most fruit trees are in­ 
sect-pollinated, and the only in­ 
sect that can be depended upon 
for this purpose is the honey 
bee. This may prove a serious 
handicap 
to 
producing 
good 
crops of self-unfruitful kinds in 
highly developed urban areas. 


ALL SWEET cherries, almonds, 
Calimyrna figs. dates, and cer­ 
tain varieties of plums, pears, and 
apples have pollination difficul­ 
ties. There are even some peach­ 
es—J. H. Hale. Alamar, Candoka 
—that require a pollinator. One 
almond or one sweet cherry tree 
is useless unless the proper vari­ 
ety Is growing near enough, pref­ 
erably within 100 feet. Bees can 
carry the pollen much greater 
distances, but the closer the trees 
are planted, the better. Where 
wind is the agent for pollination,

as with walnut, pecan, find fil­ 
bert, there should be a pollinat­ 
ing tree within a distance of 250 
to 500 feet if cross-pollination is 
necessary, preferably in line with 
the prevailing wind. 


Where only one tree is to be 
grown, a branch of a pollinator 
may be grafted to the desired 
variety. Generally, this work must 
be done by the owner after the 
tree is planted, rather than by 
the nurseryman before it is pur­ 
chased, because the tree will not 
have a sufficiently well-estab­ 
lished framework on which to 
graft or bud until one or more 
years after planting. There are 
some nurseries which do this 
type of propagation as a standard 
procedure; usually it is done on 
those species which are slow 
growing, such as apple and pear.

T h e first m o n th of the new 
year, 1954, is ended. O ur world 
is still in turm oil, but there are 
fcfeam.s of light on the horizon. 
O ur lesson, 
however, takes 
us 
back nearly 2,000 years to the 
first m inistry of our Lord, as 
told by St. Jo hn . 
Jesus retu rn ed to Galilee, for, 
said He, ‘A ‘prop het h a th no h o n ­ 
or in His own country.” T h e G a l­ 
ileans received Him, for they had 
been a t th e m arriage and h a d 
seen w h at He had done. 


“SO JESUS CAME again into 
C a n a of Galilee . . . an d th e re 
was a c e rta 'n noblem an (prob­ 
ably a n officer of the kina • whose 
son was sick a t C ap ern au m ,” 25 
miles away. 
He h a d h e a rd th a t Jesus was 
in G alilee an d he besought Him 
to go w ith him to heal his son, 
who w as a t th e point of death. 
Jesus said to him, “Except ye 
see signs a n d w onders ye win not 
believe.” Nevertheless, as th e m a n 
begged Him, saying he feared his 
child would die, Jesus answered, 
“G o th y way; thy -on liveth.” 
W e c an im agine the fa th e r’s 
feelings of doubt, fear a n d hope, 
as he hastened to his home. T h e n 
he saw his servan ts coming to 
m eet him , an d they said, “T hy 
son liveth.” Overjoyed he asked 
th e m w h a t tim e th e fever broke 
and th e boy became well. T hey 
said, “ Yesterday, a t th e seventh 
h o u r th e fever left him ." So th e n 
th e f a th e r knew th a t It was th e 
sam e tim e th a t Jesus had told 
him to go home, his son was 
healed.

Jeru salem for the special feast 
days. In Jerusalem there was a 
poor w hich the Hebrews called 
Bethe.^da. which had five porches.

At 
a certain tim e th ere was a great 
stirring in the i»ool, an d the peo­ 
ple who entered it 
when this 
happened were said to be cured. 
T h e stirring lasted only for a 
short tim e, we can surm ise, be­ 
cause "whosoever th en fu s t a f ­ 
te r the troubling of the w ater 
step|>ed in was m ade whole.” 
A certain m a n was lying bedde 
th e pool which “had m in firm ­ 
ity 
th irty 
and 
eight 
years.” 
“W hen Jesu s saw h im lie. and 
knew th a t he had been now a 
long tu n e in th a t case, He saith

Displays Works In Sausalito

“ The young hope of 
art 
in 
Jap an ,” according to a leading 
Japanese critic, is Em i Kinuko 
Gaillard, wife of 
a 
Sausalito 
ship’s officer, who will have her 
first 
American exhibit at 
the 
Sausalito Arts Center gallery m 
February. 
B u t it was no easy 
task 
to 
achieve the distinc tion of being 
the youngest woman full mem­ 
ber of a leading Japanese art 
society 
and 
an 
illustrator 
lor 
many large Japanese daily news­ 
papers, Mrs. G aillard indicated 
the other day. 
First she had to convince her 
mother to 
let 
her 
study 
art. 
“ Mother has very ancient style,” 
¿die said. “ She think daughter 
should be married and happy. 
She let me go to high school for 
housekeeping. I wa.i very unhap­ 
py, I couldn’t 
learn 
anything 
about a-t. Then I had to make 
a kimono, and study flower ar­ 
ranging and learn the tea cere­ 
mony. 
“ Then 
mother 
said 
‘U 
you 
want be true aiti>t. you can.’ 
She thought I be very unhappy 
woman, so she worried. 
B u t it was at an exhibition in 
Kobe that 
displayed 
her 
oil 
paintings that Etui Kinuko met 
her future husband, Capt. Henri 
Gaillard, a shipmaster for the 
U.S. Arm y in Jap an 
for 
five 
years. A former .student at the 
San Francisco School of 
Fine 
Arts, he not only had an eye for 
pretty Em i, but for her art. 
W hen she confessed m her in ­ 
terview that “ only being a house­ 
wife is not very interesting to 
me,” she turned to her husband 
and said shyly,” I ’m sorr,. Very 
sorry.” 
“Oil, I WOULDN’T want you 
to be different,” G aillard replied 
without hesitation. “ You should 
use your creative talents.” 
Th at she had been doing and 
well. For Em i Kinuko, now 30, 
painting had been a 
way "to 
find out the truths. I always had 
big questions about life and many 


things. I'm sorry I haven’t talent 
for the pen so the only way I can 
do this is by painting. The a rt­ 
ist’s duty is ‘I must found out 
myself.’ If you know yourself very 
well, you 
know 
other 
people’s 
minds.” 
As a youngster of nine, living 
in her father’s ancestral grange 
in Fukusato, she began dabbling 
in painting. A t 18, she exhibited 
a couple of oils at Kobe’s yearly 
prefectural art 
exhibition 
and 
won prizes every year thereafter 
until she became a member of 
the art society at 24. 


IN 1949, a painting was ac­ 
cepted by the Kodo A rt Society, 
one of .he leading tern art soci­ 
eties in Japan. In 1950, she won 
their encouragement 
prize; 
in 
1951, first prize and acceptance 
as a semi-member; another first 
prize in 1952. Th at same year, the 
Sakura Art Co., largest in Japan, 
awarded 50,000 yen prizes to the 
foremost young artists from J a ­ 
pan’s leading ten art societies. 
She received her prize in a pub­ 
lic 
ceremony 
at 
Mitsukoshi’s 
famed gallery in Tokyo. 


TWO m o n t h s earlier she had 
completed three large murals for 
a new club 
in 
Yokonarna. 
In 
1953, by special request from Dr. 
T. Suehiro, chief icthyologist at 
Tokyo Im perial 
University, 
she 
illustrated his latest volume of 
marine tales. 
She has also been an illustra­ 
tor for seven large newspapers 
in Jap an as well as serving as 
columnist on the Sangyo Keiza 
Shimbun. This year, . lie finally 
achieved the honor of becoming 
first and only woman member 
of the Kodo Society. In addition, 
she is a member of the Tokyo 
Ladies A rt 
Society, 
Yokohama 
Art Society, Tokyo Independent 
A rt Society and Yokohama's As­ 
sociation of Culture. 
Mrs. G aillard said she had not 
been too influenced by Japanese 
art. “It’s 
very 
wonderful 
and 
beautiful,” she commented, “ but 


the spirit is different from my 
paintings. 
Japanese 
paintings 
are very small and pure. I want 
to have much bigger scale.” 
At the moment she is excited 
at the prospect of their forth­ 
coming trip to France and Italy, 
before they return to Japan. She 
is eager to see the original paint­ 
ings by the artists she admires 
greatly: Michelangelo. Da V in ­ 
ci, Velasquez and Giotto. 
“ I t ’s a big temptation to paint 
abstractions,” s h e 
commented, 
“ It ’s very interesting, but it’s not 
my way. I get tired quick.” 


11 E R M A S S IV E paintings of 
nudes and portraits have been 
compared to men's paintings in 
Jap an becau:>e of their “ strung 
passion” and large scale. 


M arried ’ hree years, Mrs. Gail- 
lard has only lived in Sausalito 
for two months. Although she 
likes Sausalito and San F ra n ­ 
cisco very much 
because 
it’s 
“ neat and clean and your people 
are veiy good people,” she’s a 
little homesick. 
“ You have a very nice country 
and life is very easy, very com­ 
fortable. Even the weather. It is 
not winter here. I feel very com­ 
fortable, but my mind is yearn­ 
ing for the wintertime." 


S H E B E L IE V E S the Japanese 
people are more simple and n a­ 
tural than Americans and not 
“ so private.” Her own people “ are 
more natural 
about 
neighbors 
and they open their heart more.” 
“ Th* y don’t cure so much f jr 
rich or poor people. I think if I 
live in shack long, people don’t 
want to meet me. If I live in 
shack in Japan, they want to 
meet me. They don’t care about 
nice clothes so much, but if the 
mind 
is poor, they don't like 
that.” 
She isn’t sure what country 
she and her hu>band will finally 
live in. 
“ There are things, of course, I 
don't like about Japan. If Ja p a n ­ 
ese m ilitarism 
comes 
back,
